What's new at Granada?...Everything from freshmen to the color of 
the school. The painting of the school is just one of the many improvements 
the School Site Council, a sub-committee of the Granada Supporters, has 
planned for Granada. 

For the first time since 1962, our school is being repainted. Over 
the summer, the School Board approved a bid of $48,500 for the exterior 
painting to eight of the twelve builings on campus. The remaining four will 
remain unpainted unless enough money can be raised to take of them. There 
has been a lot of controversy over the color of the school. . 

The School Site Council recently sent home a newsletter outlining 
their plan for improvements around the school asking for a small tax 
deductible donation . Approximately $29,500 is needed to complete the 
painting of the school. This money will also finance the painting of the 
baseball backstop, the painting of the pool building, and major improvements 
in landscaping. The staff of "The Wall Street Journal" has decided to pledge 
5% of our advertising revenue to the School Site Improvement Fund. The 
journalism staff would like to encourage all other clubs and organizations on 
campus to show their school spirit and consider some sort of contribute to the 
School Site Improvement Fund. 

We can show other schools that we care about our campus. Not 
only will we have one of the best schools academically in the valley but we 
will also have one of the best looking. If we all unite and show our school 
spirit, we can reduce the problems of graffiti and litter on our campus. When 
you see a person destroying our campus tell them not to do it or go get a 
school administrator.

School Paper Returns to Granada after 6 years 


There is a new and exciting class at Granada this school 
year; the class is journalism, returning after a six year leave 
of absence. The Matador presses are rolling again, thanks to 
the efforts of many. Senior Kim Lenox made a major 
contribution to the return of the journalism program by 
finding other interested students, talking with principal Joe 
Medeiros and attending School Site Council meetings to get 
the class rolling. Before long, there were many supporting 
it. Mr. Medeiros arranged a period for the class to be held, 
and Miss Nancy Steele, assistant principal, helped the 
program apply for and receive a grant from Site Council. The 
grant supplied a Macintosh computer, printer and software, as 
well as money to publish "The Wall Street Journal." The 
Sandia Lab and the Livermore Rotary Club are giving the new 
publication major support in the areas of printing and 
photography. Soon the class was formed, and the advisor, 
Jerome Burg, an English teacher, was chosen.

Granada Serves as Home Away From Home 
for 9 Exchange Students

This year at Granada we have nine 
exchange students, Debra Balsemao, 

Cristina Bustos, Eva Kumini, Henriette 
Laudsan, Ana Lopez, Naoka Satake, Akiko 
Venida, Maria Zarama, and Silvia Zauala. 

We spoke with three of them recently. 

We asked Eva,from Denmark, about 
school life and what she thought of 
American schools. Naturally, she finds 
U.S. History and English difficult. Her 
English is proficient because she began 
learning to speak it in fifth grade. Their 
elementary schools in Denmark go from 
the first grade through the ninth grade then 
they can go to the gymnasium (equivalent 
to high school) if they choose. The 
students can decide if they want to go to 
work after elementary or if they want to 
further their education at the gymnasium. 

In Danish schools P.E. classes are not 
co-ed. In Denmark, as in many European 
schools, the teachers change classes instead of the students. 
Eva's school is also different from American schools because 
it does not offer sports at school. They play sports at private 
clubs. 

We asked Eva what she thought about our food. She said, 
"You have more junk food here. It is more available to you." 
She said they have McDonald's, though! 

Next we talked to Cristina Bustos who is from Madrid, 
Spain. We asked Cristina about the diffemces between 
Spanish and American schools. She said that, "It is 
complicated here because we move from class to class instead 
of the teachers." Cristina added that in Spain sports are very 
important, Cristina plays volleyball there and on our J.Y. 
team here. 

"The meals are very different,"Cristina stated. "We have a 
small breakfast, big lunch, and a small dinner, but in between 
we have snacks. Here you eat just three meals." When we 
asked her what she missed the most from back home she said, 
"My friends, my mom, and beer. In Spain it is not wrong 
[illegal] to drink beer, but here it is." 

Another Spanish student, Ana Lopez, has different 
feelings on American life. Her first impression was that the 
Americans and the Spanish dress quite similarly. Ana's first 
impression of the school developed when she attended 
freshman orientation. She thought the school was "funny" 
because of the cheerleaders. "They [cheerleaders] represent 
part of the American spirit" which she heard about in Spain. 
One thing she disliked at the orientation was that when one 
person yelled, others joined in for no apparent reason. She 
believes the most popular social group in her Spanish school 


is the athletic one. Another thing she found different was 
that the students must go from classroom to classroom 
whereas in Spain the teachers are the ones who move. This 
is possible because everyone in her grade takes the same 
classes. After eighth grade the students decide whether they 
will go to a prep school for university bound students or a 
school for those who will pursue a trade. Ana decided to go 
to the school for university bound students. In the Spanish 
classroom there is time for the students to talk to each other 
between classes, here she has found that there is only time 
for a quick greeting in the halls. She misses her friends and 
the way they communicate their ideas and feelings. "Friends 
mean a lot more than they do in America," she states. To 
Ana friends don't appear to be as close here as they are in 
Spain. 

Why did Ana choose America? There are four main 
reasons, the first is that she had a general idea about America 
and she wanted to see if she was correct. The second was 
that she wanted to leave her village and find out if other 
places were better (She lives in a village of 1000 people!). 
The third was to prove herself and the last was to learn 
English better. When she went for her orientation in Spain 
to come to America she heard a story that Americans had 
come up to other Spanish exchange students and asked them 
what part of Mexico, Spain was in! 

These three students indeed have very different ideas and 
come from different cultures. It is possible to learn a great 
deal from these students and the upcoming six exchange 
students which we will feature in future issues.
